Indemnity for the Loss of a Registered Letter. 


The Post Office is not legally responsible 
for the safo delivery of Registered corres- 
pondence, but it ia prepared to make good 
correspondence lost 
while passing through the Post, to the 
extent of $10, in certain cases, provided :— 


1. That the sender duly observed all the 
conditions of Registration require. 


2. That the letter was securely enclosed 
in a reasonably strong envelope. s 


3. That application was made to th 
Postmaster Genoral of Hongkong. ‘im- 
mediately the loss was discovered, the 
envelope being invariably forwarded with 
auch application unless it aleo is lost. 


4. That the Postmaster Genoral is satis- 


Postal administration in China, that it was

3,—Many Money Orders are supplied to 
residents at the smaller Ports in this way.

(including commission) in cheque, postage 
stamps, or other equivalent of cash, and a 
little margin should be left for variations 
of exchange. The Postmaster issues the 
order, sends it on in the envelope, and 
if any, by first oppor- 
tunity, with 4 receipt for the letter, if it 
were to be registered, as it always should 
be. Caro should be taken to send these 
applications in time, as the Money Order 
Offices cloxe somu hours before the depar- 
tures of the mails.
